Concluileil. 
Tho estimate itself is a very small one, cut 
and pared to brine' it far under the truth and 
avoid tho possibility of oxagire ration, and it 
Is taken in a station of life where tin* cond! 
lions are simple as possible, 
and cheap in 
proportion as they are simple. 
lr is a com 
paratively easy task to reckon up the cost 
price of rn boy who lives in a tenement lions > 
has coarse food and clothing, and no educa 
tion but the teaching of a public school, whoa 
value Is given in a dozen reports, because it 
is limited to the small sum of Sa,OOO. 
It is 
large fraction, but after all only a fraction of 
the commnnity whose expenses are restricted 
to food, clothing, and shelter; the fraction 
does not include more than pne-fonrth of those 
engaged in earning their livelihood. 
The 
children of the othar three-fourths of Hie com­ 
munity, in other words thrdMoorths of the 
children, cost more than $5,000 apiece to 
raise, and are worth more when they are 
raised. 


At fifteen years a man may Itegin to be 
producer; lie very often does not begin to do 
so till years after, and ho may also begin to 
Ire a drunkard. 
Neither are likely before lids 
age, though either contingency may occui 
years earlier, as well as after. 
Neither hap 
pen at once, and while there are no tables ac- 
cesdble which determine the average training 
required to gain proficiency in either direc­ 
tion, it will Ire fair enougli to consider the man 
for three years as neutral, whichever course 
he takes. 
Ile is not un actual burden on so­ 
ciety or himself; neither does lie produce 
much, If scything, over and above Ilia own 
sustenance. 
Whether the entire cost of his 
production shall fro capital worse than wast­ 
ed, so that received economically it would 
have been altogether better for the communi­ 
ty if he had been throttled at any early age, 
depends largely, If not entirely, in the ab­ 
sence of any organic disease in his constitu­ 
tion, on his becoming addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors. 
Society has silent some 
thousands of dollars directly on him, and de­ 
voted some millions of capital to providing 
him with nu education and throwing around 
bim influences which will make 
Ins life a 
profitable investment 


But society has also taken some pains and 
trouble to render null aud void its own cflorts. 
In this city, for instance, Hie community has 
licensed over 8,OOO places at which Hie means 
of forming the habit of drunkenness can be 
found, and society pays four times us much to 
supi>ort them as it does to protect and edu­ 
cate the boy whom it lias raised at such 
trouble aud expense. 
By crowded, lU-Vcntil- 
lated dwellings, by iusulflcient nutrition, by 
ignorant and depraved ancestots, by congen­ 
ital traits aud laiuts without numtxir, society 
docs Its l»est to turn tho lioy into a drunkard. 
anil make its better dlorts useless, and in jus­ 
tice to society it should bo said that the at­ 
tempt is very often successful. 
Ile enters bis 
eighteenth year a drunkard. 
Three courses 
arc before birn. Ile may continue to ire a pro­ 
ducer to an extent great enough to support 
himself, anil to do that alone—a burden on 
the community, but only in a negative way; 
not meeting ids full share of the burdens of 
the industrious, but at the same time not di­ 
rectly adding to them. 
Ile may become a 
pauper and fall a dead weight on the produ­ 
cers of the community, to be cared for us 
well as protected. 
And he may become a 
criminal—not only a burden on society, but 
un enemy to its welfare, to be abated and re- 
*• rainod at all hazards; no longer cither a 
floating waif or a dead weight on society, but 
au extrusive antagonist with whom war is as 
extensive as war always must be. 
At In st 
the state loses by Ids intoxication completely 
and entirely the direct investment of 5*5.100. 
At eighteen the man’s labor is worth at least 
$728 a year or $14 a week. 
All this is lost, 
and it amounts to the interest on nearly twice 
the sum s|>ent for the man s education. 
The 
average life of a man addicted to ardent 
spirits is about seventeen years, and the sum 
lost in this way is $12,376. 
It is even greater than this, 
At twenty a 
person iii health has au even cliauce of liv­ 
ing forty-four years; a dram drinker's chance 
is cut down to about one-third of this period; 
and Hie difference between these Azures is a 
loss of $19,556, and adding together these 
sources of loss and damage to tire community 
the total dcticit, even where the man has 
enough euergy and method left to keep him­ 
self from becoming an actual burden on the 
community, is us follows:

Every additional year ad­ 
ded lo the tiuio devoted to education adds 
proportionately to the investment last in the 
Aret instance, as well as to the value of Hie 
lalior of which society is deprived. The value 
of a liberal education for instance would raise 
the first item to $15,000, and Hie others would 
be raised, if not jtrojiortionately al least to a 
very great extent. 
If he become a pauper at 
thirty, and the chances that a inau who is 
drinking hard at eighteen should be a pauper 
before be is thirty are good, 
lie must Im* suj>- 
ported till he dies, which, ut tbs average he 
started with, will lie at thirty-five. 
For live 
years the industrious of tho community are 
taxed to support him. 
The average yearly 
expenses of maintaining the idiots aud pan- 
jhts of Massachusetts, according to tho an­ 
nual reports on charities, is $123.25, aud the 
cost of this typical drunkard is increased lo 
$37,598. 
So far he has done nothing or doue 
too little, lie has failed, and come short of his 
productive powers through Hic influence of 
liquor. 
Tho history of seven-eighths of the prison­ 
ers of New York, collected by Hie Prison As­ 
sociation, shows that a very large share of 
those who drink go further,and commit crime. 
They become then tho most expensive mem­ 
bers of the body politic.’ If he becomes one 
of the 20.000 yearly 
arrested for crimes 
against property and person—arrests iiulo- 
jMmdent of those included under intoxication 
and disorderly conduct—he destroys property 
averaged at $20, his arrest, and trial costs 
about $50, and bis expense at State Prison is 
$200 and on Blackwell’s Island $150 a year, lf 
he is sentenced for five years to State Prison 
at the end of his twelve years of drunkard- 
ness, he costs the community as lii3 share of 
the machinery which arrests and tries, con­ 
victs and sentences, aud at last lakes him to 
tho prison in which lie is to close his life, 
about as tollows:

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T H E C O S T O F T H E S O T . 


From the N. Y. World. 
Concluded. 
The estim ate itself is a very small one, cut 
and pared to brim r it far under the tru th and 
avoid the possibility of exaggeration, and it 
is taken in a statio n of life where the condi­ 
tions are sim ple as possible, 
and cheap in 
proportion as they are simple. 
It; is a com ­ 
paratively easy task to reckon up the cost 
price of » b o y who lives in a tenem ent house, 
has coarse food and clothing, and no educa­ 
tion but the teaching of a public school, whose 
value Is given in a dozen reports, because it 
is limited to the sm all sum of S3,000. 
It is a 
large fraction, but after all only a fraction of 
the com m nuity whose expenses are restricted 
to food, clothing, and shelter; the fraction 
does not include more than pne-fourth of those 
engaged in earn in g their livelihood. 
The 
children of the other three-fourths of the com­ 
m unity, in other words tlircft-fourths of the 
children, cost more than S3,000 apiece to 
raise, and are worth 
more when 
they are 
raised. 


At fifteen years a m an may begin to be a 
producer; he very often does not begin to do 
so till years after, and he may also begin to 
be a drunkard. 
N either are likely before this 
age, though either contingency may occur 
yeare earlier, as well as after. 
N either hap­ 
pen at once, and while there arc no tables ac­ 
cessible which determ ine the average training 
required to gain proficiency in either direc­ 
tion, it will lie fair enough to consider the man 
for three years as neutral, whichever course 
lie takes, 
lie is not an actual burden on so­ 
ciety or him self; neither does he produce 
much, if anything, over and above his own 
sustenance. 
W hether the entire cost of his 
production shall bo capital worse than w ast­ 
ed, so th at received econom ically it would 
have been altogether better for the com m uni­ 
ty if lie had been throttled a t any early age, 
depends largely, if not entirely, in 
the ab­ 
sence of any organic disease in his constitu­ 
tion, on his becom ing addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors. 
Society lias spent some 
thousands of dollars directly on him, and de­ 
voted some m illions of capital to providing 
him with an education and throw ing around 
him influences which will m ake 
his life a 
profitable investm ent. 


But society Las also taken some pains and 
trouble to render null and void its own efiorts. 
In this city, for instance, the com m unity has 
licensed over 8,000 places a t which the m eans 
of forming the habit of drunkenness can be 
found, and society pays four tim es as m uch to 
support them as it does to protect and edu­ 
cate the boy whom it has raised a t such 
trouble and expense. 
By crowded, ill-vcntil- 
lated dwellings, by insufficient nutrition, by 
ignorant and depraved ancestois, by congen­ 
ital traits and tain ts without num ber, society 
does its best to turn the boy into a drunkard, 
and make its b etter etl'orts useless, and in jus­ 
tice to society it should be said th at the a t­ 
tem pt is very often successful. 
He enters his 
eighteenth year a drunkard. 
Three courses 
are before him. lie may contiuue to be a pro­ 
ducer to an extent great enough to support 
himself, and to do th a t alone—a burden on 
the com munity, but only in a negative way; 
not m eeting his full share of the burdens of 
the industrious, but a t the sam e tim e not di­ 
rectly adding to them , 
lie m ay becom e a 
pauper and fall a dead w eight on the produ­ 
cers of the com m unity, to be cared for as 
well a3 protected. 
A nd lie m ay becom e a 
crim inal—not only a burden on society, but 
an enemy to its welfare, to be abated and re­ 
strained a t all hazards; no longer either a 
lloating waif or a dead weight on society, bul 
an expensive an tag o n ist with whom w ar is as 
expensive as w ar alw ays m ust be. 
At best 
the state loses by liis intoxication com pletely 
and entirely the direct investm ent of $5,100. 
At eighteen the m an’s labor is worth a t least 
$728 a year or $14 a week. 
All this is lost, 
and it am ounts to the interest on nearly twice 
the sum spent for the m an’s education. 
The 
average fife of a m an addicted to ardent 
spirits is about seventeen years, and the sum 
lost in this way is $12,376. 


It is even g reater than this. 
A t tw enty a 
person in health lias an even chance of liv­ 
ing forty-four y ears; a dram drinker’s chance 
is cut down to about one-third of this perio d ; 
and the difference between these figures is a 
loss of $19,556, an d adding together these 
sources of loss and dam age to the com m unity 
the total deficit, 
even where the m an lias 
enough energy an d m ethod left to keep him ­ 
self from becom ing an actual burden on the 
community, is as follows: 


Original investm ent..................................

Loss of labor during life, seventeen

12,000 
Loss of twenty-seven years’ labor by

This is the direct cash loss in a case where 
the training of th e victim ceased a t fifteen,and 
had up to th at tim e been of the cheapest pos­ 
sible description. 
Every additional year ad ­ 
ded to the tim e devoted to education adds 
proportionately to the investm ent lost in the 
first instance, as well as to the value of the 
labor of which society is deprived. The value 
of a liberal education for instance would raise 
the first item to $15,000,and the others would 
be raised, if not proportionately at least to a 
very g reat extent. 
If he becom e a pauper a t 
thirty, and the chances th at a m an who is 
drinking hard a t eighteen should be a pauper 
before he is thirty are good, 
lie m ust be sup­ 
ported till ho die3, which, a t the average he 
started with, will be a t thirty-five. 
F or five 
years the industrious of the com m unity are 
taxed to support him. 
The average yearly 
expenses of m aintaining the idiots and pau­ 
pers of M assachusetts, according to the an­ 
nual reports on charities, is $123.25, aud (be 
cost of this typical drunkard is increased to 
$37,598. 
So far ho has doue nothing or done 
too little, lie has failed, and come sh o rt of his 
productive pow ers through the influence of 
liquor. 


The history of seven-eighths of the prison­ 
ers of New York, collected by the Prison A s­ 
sociation, shows th a t a very large share of 
those who drink go further,and com m it crim e. 
They becom e then th e m ost expensive m em ­ 
bers of the body politic." If he becom es one 
of 
the 20.000 yearly 
arrested for crim es 
against property aud person—arrests inde­ 
pendent of those included under intoxication 
and disorderly conduct—he destroys properly 
averaged a t $20, his arrest, a u d trial costs 
about $50, and his expense a t Stale P riso n is 
$200 and on Blackw ell’s Island $150 a year. If 
he is sentenced for five years to S tate Prison 
at the end of his tw elve years of ilrunkurd- 
ness, he costs the com m unity as liis share of 
the m achinery which arrests and tries, coif- 
victs and sentences, aud a t last takes him to 
the prison in which ho is to close his life, 
about as follows:

Perhaps one of tho most insane bills before 
the Legislature is that of Mr. Gritiln, the hon­ 
orable member from Delaware county, to pre­ 
vent fishing for trout iu tho waters withiu the 
comities of luster, Delaware, Chenango, or iu 
the town of Halcott, comity of Greene, for the 
period of three years from the Isl of April 
next. 
During the past year or two Ulster 
county lias become famous in this state be­ 
cause of its mountains, its mountain streams 
and the fish til at abound therein. 
Thousands 
of people drift up the railroad during the 
suhimer season, and leave large sums of money 
in the jackets of our liotel-keepers and those 
farmers who have room to house the boarders. 
We have heard numbers of men who have 
large farms along the Hue of tho N. Y., K. Si 
S. Railroad say they have made more money 
within a year or two past, by keeping city 
boarders, 
than from tilling the soil. 
Now 
what will be the effect of this law? 
Why, 
simply to take from us these people and scud 
them lo some other place or summer resort. 
Not that these folks all come here to fish for 
trout, but that trout fishing is one of those 
tilings that makes the country famous, and 
when the right is taken away it will have a 
mostjialefui influence will) these strangers. 
Tile present law In regard lo trout-fishing is a 
strict one, and is respected even in the most 
mountainous regions of the county. 
There is 
but little danger of a depletion of the trout 
that inhabit our streams, for this is a fish that 
propagates rapidly, and since Hie extinction 
of many tanneries that destroyed them, tbs 
trout has become more plentiful than for ten 
years past. 
Tile passage of this law will be a 
great detriment to this county, and if Hic leg­ 
islators of this county wish to save themselves 
from tlio wrath that will surely come they 
mast not only oppose but prevent its passage. 


Sim i I (lie M ate H elp S u p p o rt Its Acixde- 
u ties ! 
The state appropriation bill contains a pro­ 
vision favoring the giving of $125,003 to the 
private academies of the state. 
To this we 
enter a strenuous objection; not that we do 
not wish our enterprising academies nil proper 
success, but on the ground that a bad princi­ 
ple is involved. 
We, as a stale, undertake to 
provide for the gratuitous education of all our 
children. 
To this end we have established 
and maintain tho best eoinmon-school system 
in this country. 
Tile tax necessary to provide 
funds to do this is paid by the people with 
about as little grumbling, or even less, Ilian 
any otber. 
These schools are of the highest 
order consistent with Hie comprehensive pur­ 
pose for which they are set up. 
Childre! of 
all ages and sorts may attend them and re­ 
ceive the benefit of un education which only 
fails short of that purely ornamental acquisi­ 
tion called a “ classical" education. 
In the 
majority, if not in ail these schools, the teach­ 
ers are of the best grades produced by our 
normal-school system. 
The state needs noth­ 
ing additional iii Hie form of educational 
facilities except the improvement and multi­ 
plication of these us the necessity may arise. 
As to the academies, they are individual or 
corporate speculations, and should flourish or 
decliner ujKiti their merits alone. 
Every dollar 
voted to them is voted away from the only 
channel in which the state has the entire con­ 
trol of that dollar. Thus, also, wo fight against 
Hie perpetuity und dual success of the common 
schools. 
We doubt if there is an academy in 
the state whose curriculum iii respect of all 
which is solid and desirable is an advance 
upon that of the New York city ward schools 
or upon that of many others scattered among 
our larger cities and towns. 
To be sure SI25,- 
030 is not much of an hppropriation in these 
days of big figures, and that fact happily 
adonis a reason why the academies can easily 
get along without it. 
Tile opposition to giv­ 
ing money to sectarian schools waxes very hot 
in the Legislature, and witli it we have perfect 
sympathy. 
No religious sect should in any 
way lie recognized by or assisted from the 
public treasury, and yet wili anybody explain 
w herein there is a difference of a vital charac­ 
ter between a private educational corporation 
und a private religious corporation, so far as 
a state oid gation to support it is concento!! 
A thought or two further. The position strong­ 
ly taken by a majority of the intelligent voters 
of this state is that no money should in any 
case lie given to any school Or academy*kuown 
to be nuder distinctive religious control. Now 
we know absolutely how this m atter lies in a 
few private schools and could make a pretty 
good guess iu relation to some others. 
They 
are under distinctive 
religious control; not 
ut ways professedly denominational, but either 
avowedly Catholic or Protestant, which for the 
uses of our pet theory is not a particle better. 
Wiiat are religious doctrines to all intents and 
purposes are taught in every one of them. 
Our money so appropriated inevitably goes to 
sustain tome interpretation of the Bible, all of 
which business we claim to leave to families 
and churches. 
Iii a word.it is contrary to the 
spirit in accordance with which our sciiool- 
systoni Is managed and supported to go out­ 
side of it by giving a legal status aud finan­ 
cial help to institutions which the state does 
not aud cannot essentially influence or con­ 
trol. 
By a vigorous effort Hie academy ap­ 
propriation may yet be defeated aud we hope 
Hie friends of pure und consistent legislation 
will leave no stone uoturue I to ofiect that ob- 
ject.

London, Mardi 19.—Parliament reassem­ 
bled to-day, and the Queen’s speech was read. 
Her Majesty refers to the continuance of 
friendly relations with foreign powers, and al­ 
ludes to Hie marriage of tho Duke of Edin­ 
burgh as a pledge of friendship between two 
great empires. 
Warm praise is given to tho 
troops composing the Ashauteo expedition, 
for lim courage and endurance displayed in 
the campaign. 
Speaking of tho famine in 
Bengal the Queen says the Governor General 
of India has been directed to spare no cost iu 
his efforts to m itigate this terrible calamity. 
Estimates of expenditure for Hie coming fi­ 
nancial year will be submitted to Hie House 
of Cumulous immediately. 
Measures will lie 
submitted to Parliament which, it-is bopeep 
will be found calculated to do away with much 
of the delay aud expense attending tile trans­ 
fer of land in England. 
Several local matters are referred to, in­ 
cluding Hie working of the act affecting the 
relationship between master and servant, tho 
act dealing with offenses connected with trade 
and Hie law of conspiracy. 
Iu view of re­ 
monstrances made against these measures, 
lier Majesty desires Parliament, lmfore at­ 
tern! ting fresh legislation concerning them, 
should bo in possession of a» m aterial fuels 
and of the precise question* iu controversy, 
lo secute/ehich she has issued her royal com­ 
mission of inquiry into the state aud working 
of the laws.

At the request of 
Hie Custom House authorities lie examined 
the documents and statement laid before him 
by Mr. Jayue and gave bis opinion that it was 
a case that justified further examination. 
He 
then arranged with the authorities that an ap­ 
plication for warrants to seize hooks and pa­ 
pers should be brought directly to him, but 
should be kept under his control and should 
not be served unless the firm should refuse to 
exhibit their books nnd papers after an inter­ 
view with him.

Progress of American)M iip-Uulldlng; 
The next largest ship in^ the world was 
launched from Roach’s yard, Chester, I’a. on 
Wednesday of this week.

Her tonnage is about 5,000 tons 
and she is said to bo a splendid specimen 
marine architecture in every respect. The 
Peking is an entirely American-built vessel 
and it is to be hoped will stand at tho head o 
a loug list of such soon to he constructed.

Why should we not end this epoch o 
humiliation and defeat ? With wise legisla 
tion to protect this great industry we can 
beat the world iu making crafts which shall 
stand super-excellent in point of beauty 
speed and strength. We have the iron, the 
wood and the skill, and the day must come 
when every yard from Maine downwards w.._ 
ring with the hammers or the marine victories 
of peace. 


Prevent this Law . 
Perhaps one of the most insane bills before 
the Legislature is that of Mr. GritHn, the hon­ 
orable member from Delaware county, to pre­ 
vent fishing for trout iu tho waters withiu the 
counties of tJister, Delaware, Chenango, or in 
the town of Halcott, county of Greene, for the 
period of three years from the 1st of April 
next. During the past year or two Ulster 
county lm3 become famous iu this state be­ 
cause of its mountains, ils inouutain streams 
and the fish that abound therein. Thousands 
of people drift up the railroad during the 
summer season, and leave large sums of money 
in the pocket3 of our hotel-keepers and those 
farmers who have room to house the boarders. 
We have heard numbers of men who have 
large farms along the line of the N. Y., K. & 
S. Railroad say they have mado more money 
within a year or two past, by keeping city 
boaydors, than from tilling the soil. Now 
what will be the effect of this law? Why, 
simply to take from us these people and send 
them to some other place or summer resort. 
Not that these folks all come here to fish for 
trout, but that trout fishing ¡3 one of those 
things that makes the country famous, and 
when the right is taken away it. will have a 
mo3t.baleful influence with these strangers. 
The present law in regard to trout-fishing is a 
strict one, and is respected even in tbe most 
mountainous regions of the county. There is 
but little danger of a depletion of the trout 
that inhabit our streams, for this ¡3 a fish that 
propagates rapidly, and since the extinction 
of many tanneries that destroyed them, the 
trout lias become more plentiful than for ten 
years past. The passage or this law will be a 
great detriment to this county, and if tho leg­ 
islators of this couuty wish to save themselves 
from the wrath that will surely come they 
must not only oppose but prevent its passage.

Darwin, “Expression of the Emotions;”Bain’s 


Slmll tlic State Help Support its Acade­ 
m ies ! 
The state appropriation bill contains a pro­ 
vision favoring the giving of $125,000 to the 
private academies of the state. To this we 
enter a strenuous objection; not that wc do 
not wish our enterprising academies all proper 
success, but on the ground that a bad princi­ 
ple is involved. We, as a state, undertake to 
provide for the gratuitous education of all our 
children. 
To this end we have established 
and maintain tlic best common-school system 
in this country. The tax necessary to provide 
funds to do this is paid by the people with 
about as little grumbling, or cveu less, than 
any other. Tlieso schools are of the highest 
order consistent with the comprehensive pur­ 
pose for which they are set up. Children of 
all ages and sorts may attend them and re­ 
ceive the benefit of an education which ouly 
falls short of that purely ornamental acquisi­ 
tion called a “ clussical ” education. lathe 
majority, if not in all these schools, the teach­ 
ers are of the best grades produced by our 
normal-school system. The state needs noth 
ing additional in the form of educational 
facilities except the improvement aud multi­ 
plication of these us the necessity may arise. 
As to the academies, they are individual or 
corporate speculations, and should flourish or 
declino upon their merits alone. Every dollar 
voted to them is voted away from the only 
channel in which the state ba3 the entire con 
trol of that dollar. Thus, also, we tight against 
the perpetuity and final success of the common 
schools. We doubt if there is an academy in 
tlic state whose curriculum in respect of all 
which is solid and desirable is an advance 
upon that of the New York city ward schools 
or upon that of many others scattered among 
our larger cities and lowu3. To be sure $125,- 
000 is not much of an iippropriatiou in these 
days of big figures, and that fact happily 
affords a reason why the academies can easily 
get along without it. The opposition to giv­ 
ing money to sectarian schools waxes very hot 
iu the Legislature, and with it we have perfect 
sympathy. No religious sect should in any 
way lie recognized by or assisted from the 
public treasury, and yet will anybody explain 
wherein there is a difference of a vital charac­ 
ter betweon a private educational corporation 
and a private religious corporation, so far as 
a state obligation to support it is concerned? 
A thought or two further. The position strong­ 
ly taken by a majority of the intelligent voters 
of this state is that no money should in any 
case be given to any school or academyknown 
to be under distinctive religious control. Now 
we know absolutely liow this matter lies in a 
few private schools and could make a pretty 
good guess in relation to some others. They 
are under distinctive religious control; not 
always professedly denominational, bnt either 
avowedly Catholic or Protestant, which for the 
uses of our pet theory is uot a particle better. 
What are religious doctrines to all intents and 
purposes are taught in every one of them. 
Our money so appropriated inevitably goes to 
sustain some interpretation of the Bible, all of 
which business we claim to ieave to families 
and churches. In a word,it is contrary to the 
spirit in accordance with which our scnool- 
system is managed and supported to go out­ 
side of it by giving a legal status and finan­ 
cial help to institutions which the state does 
not and cannot essentially influence or con 
trol. By a vigorous «ffort the academy ap 
propriation may yet be defeated and we hope 
the friends of pure and coii3istcut legislation 
will leave no stone unturned to etfoct that ob­ 
ject.

FRANCE. 
Tbe Univers R evived. 
P aris, March 19.—The Univers newspaper 
has resumed publication, the term for which 
was suspended having expired. It signalizes 
its re-appearance by publishing a letter from 
the Pope denouncing the enemies of the 
church. 
GREAT BRITAIN. 
Tlic Queen’s Spcccli. 
L ondon, March 19.—Parliament reassem­ 
bled to-day, and the Queen’s speech was read. 
Her Majesty refers to the continuance of 
friendly relations with foreign powers, and al­ 
ludes to the marriage of the Duke of Edin­ 
burgh as a pledge of friendship between two 
great empires. Warm praise is given to the. 
troops composing the Ashauteo expedition, 
for the courage and endurance displayed in- 
the campaign. Speaking ef the famine in 
Bengal the Queen says the Governor General 
of India has been directed to spare no cost iu 
his efforts to mitigate this terrible calamity. 
Estimates of expenditure for the coming fi­ 
nancial year will bo submitted to the House 
of Commons immediately. Measures will be 
submitted to Parliament which, it- is hoped4 
will be found calculated to do away with much 
of tho delay and expense attending tho trans­ 
fer of land in England. 
Several local matters are referred to, in­ 
cluding the working of the act affecting the 
relationship between master and servant, the 
act dealing with offenses connected with trade 
and tiie law of conspiracy. 
Iu view of re­ 
monstrances made against tlieso measures, 
Her Majesty desires Parliament, before at­ 
iera; ling fresh legislation concerning them, 
should bo iu possession of aU material facts 
and of the precise questions iu controversy, 
to sccure/vhich she has issued her royal com­ 
mission of inquiry into the state and workiu 
of the laws. 
SKIRMISIIINO AMONG THE LORD3. 
London, Marcli 19.—In the House of Lords 
the address in reply to the speech from the 
throne was moved by the Marquis of Lothian 
and seconded by the Earl of Cardigan. 
An interesting political debate followed.— 
The Duke of Somerset, Liberal, made a sharp 
attack on Gladstone for listening to if not en­ 
couraging parties who favored the dismember­ 
ment of the empire. 
Earl Grey, another Liberal, described the 
dissolution of the last Parliament as an act 
of political suicide committed during tempo­ 
rary insanity. 
Lord Selborue, late Lord IT’gh Chancellor, 
came to tke defence of Gladstone with a brief 
but eloquent vindication of his course. 
The Earl of Derby, the New Minister of 
Foreign Aflairs, iu the course of some non­ 
committal remarks on England’s policy 
abroad, intimated that the marriage of tho 
Duke of Edinburgh with Princess Marie Alex 
audrovna was a matter of political importance. 
The address, which is a mere echo of the 
royal speech, was then adopted without 
amendment. 
IN COMMONS. 
In Commons there was a very full attend 
ance and the galleries wore crowded with 
spectators. 
Disraeli on entering the chamber was re­ 
ceived with triumphant cheers by his support 
crs. When the members had returned from 
the chamber of Peers tiie Speaker read a let­ 
ter from Lord Chief Justice Cockburn inform 
ing the House of the circumstances under 
which oue of the members (W nullcy) was ad 
judged guilty of and fined for contempt of 
court. 
Anderson gave notice that on the 31st inst 
lie would call attention to the fact that British 
subjects had not yet received compensation 
for their losses in accordance witli the provis 
ions of the treaty of Washiugton. 
An address in reponse to the Queen’s speech 
similar to that introduced in the upper house 
wa3 moved by Sir William Stirling Maxwell 
and seconded by Callender. 
Torrens moved an amendmeut to the ad 
dress, declaring that Parliament is conscious 
of its obligations to specially care for Indi 
an I assuring her Majesty of the interest and 
anxiety with which it will consider measures 
to alleviate the distress in that country and to 
prevent its recurrence. 
Gladstone rose and said he would not seek 
to place any obstacle in the way of the gov 
eminent in its treatment of India, lie de 
precated llie creation of a commission to in 
quire into the relations of employers and em 
ployed, but concluded by promising to give 
the new government a fair trial. 
Disraeli objected to the amendment mov 
by Torrens as iuopporlune, and it was with 
drawn. 
Tho address was adopted and the House 
adjourned. 


THE STATE CAI'ITAI.. 


AN OIL REGION CATASTROPHE 
A T ank Struck by L ightning and a 
Conflagration the R esult. 
PrrrsBURa, March 19.—A Madere City dis­ 
patch says an oil tank on the Frautman farm, 
containing 12,000 barrels of oil, struck by 
lightning yesterday, exploded at midnight, 
. spreading the flames in all directions. The 
tank and oil belonged to the Union Pipe Com­ 
pany. A hardware store and a number of 
dwellings below the tank were burned. Tho 
total loss is estimated at $30,000. The Union 
Pipe Company pumped about 500 barrels out 
of their tauk, when the connections were 
burned ofl. Tho report that several lives were 
lost is incorrect. 
ANOTHER FIRE. 
About 3 a. m. tho Argus and Radical news­ 
paper building in Beaver, Pa., was burned.— 
The building had several occupants. The es­ 
timated loss is $25,000; insurance about $15,- 
000. This will cause a suspension of the pa­ 
per for a week or two.

The river is now clear and open for naviga 
tion, which is now being resumed. 
THE GRANGERS. 
At the session of the State Grange the Com 
mittee on Amendments to tho Constitution of 
tke National Grange was announced, of 
which Brother W. A. Armstrong of Cliemun 
Valley Grange, at Elmira, wrs appointed 
Chairmau. 
The Committee on Resolutions made a rc 
port, whichjwas accepted and laid on the ta 
ble for further consideration. 
A committee of five was appointed to take 
into consideration the subject of Grange tire 
insurance, and S. R. Pratt of North Wilner 
Grange, Jefferson comity, was named Chair­ 
man and J. Winnie of Albany, D. Inman of 
O.-leans, J. W. Strong of Seneca, Joseph Lyon 
of Schoharie as the committee. 
The Committee on By-laws reported, which 
was accepted and laid on tho table for further 
consideration.

The Worthy Master appointed all llie ladies 
present as sucii committee. 


Judge Davls’SpeechBefore the Commit­ 
tee. 
W ashington, March 19.—Judge Noah Da­ 
vis made an elaborate statement before the 
Committee on Ways and Means to-day, giving 
his knowledge of and connection with the 
Phelp3, Dodge & Co. case. At tbe request of 
the Custom House authorities he examined 
the documents and statement laid before him 
by Mr. Jayne and gave his opinion that it was 
case that justified further examination. He 
then arranged with the authorities that an ap­ 
plication for warrants to seize books and pa­ 
pers should be brought directly to him, but 
should be kept under his control and should 
not be served unless the firm should refuse to 
exhibit their books and papers after an inter­ 
view with him. 
The firm were much as anishe l ou being 
told, tbe evidence justified on investigation 
aud oflered their books and papers for exami­ 
nation aud Jayne tvas sent to their store 
for this purpose. 
Jayne read them the 
statutes which he alleged they had violated 
and the form of oatl* and told them that in 
taking the oath in that form the person who 
made the entries had committed perjury and 
showed them the penalties in such cas:'!, but 
did not make any threats except such as 
might be’implied from what he had doue. 
On the 30th of December witness was sent 
for by Mr. Jayne to coma to the Astor IIou3e and 
tiiere found Jayne and the counsel of Phelps, 
Dodge & Co. negotiating aseltlemeni. Jayne 
said a proposition had been made which he 
could not accept; according to the Judge’s 
recollection 
about 
$150,000. 
Jayne 
said he had sent 
for 
the 
Judge 
to inquire in what manner the matter 
could be closed up at once. Davis said to them 
it could only be done by a suit for a specific 
sum and the payment of that amount iu full, 
but suggested that there might be a basis of 
settlement on articles alleged to be actually 
aftected by tiie alleged fraud. Jayne was then 
requested by the counsel for Phelps, Dodge & 
Co. to ascertain the value of such articles. Ho 
did so and reported the same to be about 
$2GO,000. Jayne reported to the counsel for 
the firm an 1 after a consultation with their 
clients they came to the conclusion to pay the 
amount, to close the matter at once. It was 
arranged todo this on the evening of Decem­ 
ber 30th. 
Next morning Judge Davis had an appoint­ 
ment With Mr. Bliss in respect to eases then 
ou the calendar for trial and of which Bliss 
would thereafter have charge. During the 
consultation he received a note from Jayne 
requesting to see him at the close of the con­ 
sultation. Witness said to Mr. Bliss — “ I am 
now going down to the Custom House to close 
up, as I suppose, the heaviest cas# that lias 
ever arisen in this district, the arrangement 
for the settlement of which was made last 
night, and it was to have been settled then. 
The services of this office have all been ren­ 
dered and I suppose I am as much entitled to 
the fees as if the services had been rendered 
six months ago, but rather than you should 
think I have neglected other matters for tho 
purpose of hurrying up the case to get a larger 
fee just at the close'ol my term, I propose you 
go down with me aud participate iu closin 
the case and take one-half the fee.” 
Bliss was much surprised and said after a 
few moments’ pause—“ Judge, since you have 
made that proposition I feel bound to tell you 
the case will not be closed up to-day. I was 
itiformed last night what took place at the 
Astor House and I was at the Collector's house 
till a late hour, and I know it Í3 not to be set 
lied to-day. They have been playing double 
with you.” Bliss added—“ Somebody, I will 
not tell you who, has been carrying water on 
both shoulders. I think I won’t go down 
with you. ” 
Bliss then left llie office and Judge Davis 
repaired to the Custom House, lie went into 
a room in the Naval Office and found the Col­ 
lector, Surveyor, Naval Officer and Jayne 
together. Jayne said he wished to ask Judge 
Davis about decisions made construing tho 
statutes of forfeitures. Judge Davis said— 
am ready to give you advice, but I wish it to 
fie understood before doing so that I will have 
no fees or part of the fees in this case; the 
fees if any are to go to my successor, whetli 
er the case is settled to-day or hereafter.” lie 
then answered the questions asked and said 
that the case in his opiuion was oue in which 
no jury would ever give a verdict unless by 
special direction of the courts. 
Counsel for 
1’helps, Dodge & Co. were pressing a settle 
ment, and if they looked to their own inter­ 
est they had better accept a compromise. II# 
had no consultation with Mr. Bliss iu relation 
to the caso or fees other than the one in his 
oliice. lie never spoke tojliim about tho char­ 
acter of the «ase nor as to dividing the fees 
except as above slated. He had uot at that 
time any knowledge or idea that Bliss knew 
anything about the case or had claimed to 
have any interest whatever. 
Judge Davis said that Bliss on that morn­ 
ing [December 30] had privately taken the 
oath of office, which fact was wholly unknown 
to him. Tho custom bad been for the retiring 
attorney to appear in court, to present the 
commission of his successor and to move that 
lie be sworn in. No suit was ever beguu by 
Judge Davis in the Phelps, Dodge & Co. case, 
No money was ever paid to him. He had re 
ceived no money directly or indirectly 
by or through any oue. 
A few days after 
Judge Davis retired from the office of District 
Attorney Mr. Dodge called at his house to 
havo some conversation about the case.— 
Judge Davis could not, say anything as couii 
sel or attorney, but be would say to him as lie 
would to his own brother—that they ought to 
contest the case and light it. 


SENATE. 
Washington, March 10. 
The bill appropriating $10,000 for tfio ex­ 
penses of the district investigating committee 
was passed. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of 
the army appropriation bill. 
The second 
section of the bill, in regard to unexpended 
balances, was amended to read as follows: 
“ That all balances of appropriations for 
whatever account made for the service of the 
departments of the Quartermaster Geueral 
and of the* Commissary General of Subsist­ 
ence prior to July 1st, 1872, wldch on the 
30th of June, 1874, shall remain on the books 
of the Treasury shad be cn-ried to the sur­ 
plus fund, except such as the Additor of the 
Trea_sury, whose duty it is to settle accounts 
agaiust such appropriations, shall certify to 
the Secretary of the Treasury to be necessary 
in the settlement of such accounts, pending 
iu his office.” 
The section in the original bill in reference 
to the southern claims was stricken out and 
tlic following amendment adopted: 
“The Quartermaster General, Commissary 
General and Th’rd Auditor of the Treasury 
shall continue to receive, examine and con­ 
sider the justice and validity ol such claims 
as shah be brought before them under llie act 
of July 4lh, 1864, and the S ’cretary of the 
Treasury shall make a report of eacli claim 
allowed by them at the commencement of each 
session of Congress to the Speaker of the 
House, who shall lay the same before Congress 
for consideration.” 
Pending the discussion, the Senate went in­ 
to executive session and at five o’clock ad­ 
journed. 
HOUSE. 
Iu the legislative appropriation bill an item 
of $58,000 for the pay of Capitol police created 
discussion, but was passed. 
The item of $130,000 for mileage of mem­ 
bers was considered and Mr. SMITH of 
Pennsylvania offered an amendment restrict­ 
ing mileage to actual travelingexpanses. Ruled 
out of order. 
lie then moved to reduce the amount to 
$20,000 and sent to the Clerk's desk state­ 
ments from llie Secretary of (he Treasury 
showing that the amount of mileage paid to 
the members of the Forty-Second Congress 
was $196,557 and the amount paid at the 
present session, when only actual traveling 
expenses were allowed, was only $23,476.— 
There was a i opportunity for reformers to 
save $150,000 for Congress in that single item, 
and he submitted that it was not fair to 
charge so much more for mileage than their 
traveling actually cost them. Lost—Siayes, 
9i nays. 
Mr. MELLISII of New York moved to 
strike out the item altogether, styling it the 
great American swindle. 
Mr. TREMAIN advocated its retention. 
Mr. NIBLACK moved to reduce the appro­ 
priation one-half. 
The debate assumed a veiy personal char­ 
acter, members displaying considerable tem­ 
per. 
Mr. COX cast o'd upon the troubled waters 
by ope of his good-natured and amusing 
speeches and the committee voted upon and 
rejected Niblack's amendment—58 to 59. 
The committee rose after having gone 
through only two pages of the bill and the 
House at haU’-pdst five adjourned.

A M elle. 
Some two miles from this city on the Sau­ 
gerties road is an old stone house 
so old 
that when its foundations were laid no man 
can tell. 
It is one of those solid stiuctures 
built many years before the revolution of 1776 
and stands to-day as a sort of monument of 
the past, upon which the wind* and stet JOI of 
more than a century have hurled their blows, 
with no other effect than to make the ivy 
ding doser to the stones, and Hie grass to 
become more green aud fresh as it clusters 
round the base. 
ll is un old landmark that 
has not only defied re. winds and Biotins, but 
even th# ravages of old Time himself. 
With­ 
in this house eau be found an ancient re''C, 
one that, like the walls round about it, torn 
men's thought toward the past. 
This relic is an old stove, perhaps one of 
the oldest in the United States, for its date is 
away back in 1771, when it was mulle n, the 
Durham Furnace, England, and it bas been in 
the Jansen family for more than 83 years. 
It 
is made of iron plates un inch aud a half in 
thickness, that axe fastened together with 
h -avy iron bolts. 
There ure no o|>cmngs in 
Hie top, though two doors arc in the side, 
leading to a small oven. 
This stove stands 
ou two solid irons of the shat* of ajsaw buck. 
It uo doubt was a handsome parlor stove in 
its day, and though used^aluiost .continually 
during the winter season for 83 years it is in 
excellent condition, and looks as though it 
could be used for tho next century or t wo 
without burning through its thick plates. 
At 
present this stove is owned by Mrs. James 
Kiersted, Hie daughter of Egbert Janseu (de­ 
ceased), anil was handed down to that lady 
by lier father. 


liuiIrw in! A ccident- 
While Abram Riser Wednesday night was 
crossing the track of the N. Y\, K. A S. Rail­ 
road at tho crossing at Stouy Hollow, driving 
a team attached to a load of logs, 
lie Wa* 
struck by the ice train aud nearly killed. This 
traiu was miming backwards down the track, 
and the concussion was such as to throw one 
of the trucks from the track, and completely 
wreck the wagon. 
The accident was caus­ 
ed entirely by the carelessness of the railroad 
men, as no signal was given, aud lf the bidi 
hail boon rung the injured man could not have 
heard it, as the engine was on the wrong end 
of the tram. 
This practice of running trains 
backwards is certainly a very dangerous one. 
The injured man was cut badly about Hie head 
but will recover.

A very fine pieco of sculpture can be seen 
iu t ie window at Wynkoop's book store up- 
town, being a medallion of a female face rep­ 
resenting “Purity.” It is cut from Carara 
marble, and shows the artist is no mean 
workman with the chisel,'aud will yet carrs 
his way, not ouly to fortune but to fame also.

says the crime was burglary or grand larceny,

degree—as in the two instances th# Justice 
would not be empowered to admit to bail anil 
in the one he would. 
Or if be thinks the 
crime to be grand larceny, he says nothing 
about its being committed in a dwelling 
house, or in a ship or other vessel or by steal­ 
ing in Hie night lime from the person of an­ 
other, or feloniously taking and tarrying of! 
the personal property of another of the value 
of more than twenty-five dollars, us also in 
one of these cases the Justice would have a 
right to admit to hail. 
Any one assuming the position to dictate 
to justices’ courts should be more liberal in be­ 
stowing the needed information* aud by all 
means should understand what is legal iii ref­ 
erence to tho same. 
However, ho would not 
really be mensurable, provided lie acted with­ 
in the lim t of Iris understanding. 
I would 
suggest to our friend that he step into the of­ 
fice of some good lawyer and avail himself of 
the necessary legal information before again 
touchtog the ears of the readers of Ute Free­ 
man with bubbles so easily exploded, and 
should his generous hand succeed in penning 
down his legal authority and also in pointing 
out the duties of justices, accompanied with 
a clear application to each of the cases that 
come to tlieir notice, we will cheerfully ac­ 
knowledge ourselves very much indebted to 
him for Iris labor.

A ICclic. 
Some two niilea from this city on the Sau- 
gerties road is an old stone house—so old 
that when its foundations wero laid no man 
can tell. 
It is one of those solid structures 
built many years before the revolution of 1776 
and stands to-day as a sort of monument of 
the past, upon which the winds and stcims of 
more than a century have hurled their blows, 
with no other effect than to make the ivy 
cling closer to the stones, and the grass to 
become more green and fresh as it clusters 
round the base. 
It is an old landmark that 
has not only defied wi~ winds and stoiins, but 
even the ravages of old Time himself. 
With­ 
in this house can be found an ancient re!ic, 
one that, like the walls round about it, turn 
men’s thought toward the past. 
This relic is an old stove, perhaps one of 
the oldest in the United States, for its date is 
away back iu 1774, when it was made’in the 
Durham Furnace, England, and it has been in 
the Jansen family for mere than 85 years. 
It 
is made of iron plates an inch and a half iu 
thickness, that are fastened together with 
heavy iron bolt3. 
There are no openings in 
the top, though two doors arc in the side, 
leading to a small oven. 
This stove stands 
oa two solid irons of tho shape of ajsaw buck. 
It uo doubt was a handsome parlor stove in 
its day, and though used^almost .continually 
during the winter season for 85 years it is in 
excellent condition, and looks as though it 
could be used for tho next century or t wo 
without burning through its thick plates. 
At 
present this stove is owned by Mrs. James 
Kiersted, the daughter of Egbert Janseu (de­ 
ceased), and was handed down to that lady 
by her father. 


R a ilr o a d A ccident. 
While Abram Kiser Wednesday night was 
crossing the track of the N. Y., K. is S. Rail­ 
road at tho crossing at Stony Hollow, driving 
a team attached to a load of logs, he was 
struck by the ice train and nearly killed. This 
train was running backwards down the track, 
and the concussion was such as to ttirow one 
of the trucks from the track, and completely 
wreck the wagon. 
The accident was caus­ 
ed entirely by the carelessness of the railroad 
men, as no signal was given, and if the bell 
had been rung the injured man could not have 
heard it, as the engine was on the wrong end 
of the tram. 
This practice of running trains 
backwards is certainly a very dangerous one. 
The injured man was cut badly about the head 
but will recover. 


F in e S cu lp tu re. 
A very fine piece of sculpture can be seen 
in the window at Wynkoop’s book store up­ 
town, being a medallion of a female face rep­ 
resenting “Purity.” It is cut from Carara 
marble, and shows the artist is no mean 
workman with the chisel,'and will yet carve 
his way, not only to fortuue but to fame also. 
The price of the figure is $ 5 0 ; certainly cheap 
enough when wo take into consideration the 
amount of labor expended, and that the price 
of even an India ink portrait is full as much.

“ Hard limes” may with truth be the cry in 
other sections of the country, but the citizens 
of Rosendale cerlaiuly have no reason to be­ 
moan their hard fate, but iustead should thauk 
their good luck for having indeed fallen in a 
pleasant place where they can tread the paths 
of peace.

future that seems to lay before them there is 
much serious talk of petitioning the Legisla­ 
ture to give them a charter for a city, and if 
Kingston was a mile or two nearer no doubt 
they would ask to be annexed this spring. 
But, joking aside, these folks have good reason 
to boast of their thriving little village, for the 
place is one of the richest mineral districts in 
the country. 
There is an almost iuexhausta- 
ble supply of cement; coal mines have been 
found, and now, just think of it, Rosendale has 
discovered a gold m ine! 
Isn’t that enough to 
make every mother’s son of them chuck their 
hats in the air and cry aloud in their exuber­ 
ance of joy? 
Quite likely*. 
And now we will 
relate how this discovery was made, for, like 
nearly all great discoveries, it came about by 
the merest accident: Wm. Van Keuren, a 
heavy real estate owner in that balmy village, 
gold a lot to one William Camel a short time 
ago, and Camel immediately commenced to 
dig a cellar in order to lay a foundation for a 
handsome residence.

OUR F R E E P A R L IA M E N T . 


T lie IIu u gcrford .T rfal. 


E ditor F reem an - D ear S i r :— I u a recent 
issue of the Weekly Freeman there is a reply 
to J. Matthews iu relation to the trial of A. 
nungerford, to which it becomes necessary 
lor some one to answer, lest for want of its 
proper legal information some justices of the 
peace may mistake iu proceedings against 
criminals. 
It is evident that the undersigned 
[Reporter] does not really understand what he 
is writing about. 
He says the Justice ought 
to have known that he had no right to admit 
the prisoner to bail, and iu the same article 
says the crime was burglary or grand larceny, 
without deciding which of the two it was, or 
iying any intimation. 
If he thinks it to be 
burglary, whether in the first, second or third 
degree—as in the two instances the Justice 
would not be empowered to admit to bail and 
in the one he would. 
Or if he thinks the 
crime to be grand larceny, he says nothing 
about its being committed in a dwelling 
house, or in a ship or other vessel or by steal­ 
ing in the night time from the person of an­ 
other, or feloniously taking and carrying off 
the personal property of another of the value 
of more than twenty-five dollars, as also in 
one of these cases the Justice would have a 
right to admit to bail. 
Any one assuming the position to dictate 
to justices’ courts should be morejiberal in be­ 
stowing the needed information,* aud by all 
meau3 should understand what'is legal in ref­ 
erence to tho same. 
However, he would not
